Blundell, by Tradition, was a Native of Tiverton, 
and, it appears from the Inſcription over the Gate- 
way, which leads into the Area before the School, 
that he was born in the year 1520. | 

We know but little of the early Part of his Life.— 
Prince, in his Worthies of Devon, ſays that © he was 
* a poor Lad, who went Errands for the Carriers 
* who came to Tiverton, and was tractable in look- 
ce ing after their Horſes, and doing little Services as 
« they gave him Orders. By Degrees he got a little 
« Money, of which he was very careful, and bought 
* therewith a Kerke, which a Carrier was ſo kind as 
e to carry for him to London gratis, and to make 
him the Advantage of the Return. Having done 
c ſo for ſome Time, he at length got Kerſies enough 
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« wherewith to load an Horſe, and went with them 
s himſelf, where being found very diligent and induſ- 
« trious, he was received into good Employment, by 
* thoſe who managed there the Kerſie Trade, (for 
« which Tiverton was then very famous) and he con- 
© tinued therein until he was rich enough to ſet up 
« the Calling for himſelf.” | 

The above Account, in all Probability, is an au- 
thentic one; for Prince informs us that he received 
it from © Mr. Newte, one of the Rectors of the Church 
of Tiverton;' whoſe Father was likewiſe Rector of 
Tiverton, and his Grandfather lived in the N eighbour- 
hood of Tiverton at the ſame Time with Blundell. 

He afterwards, moſt indiſputably became a Clothier 
in a very extenſive Line of Buſineſs, and ſpent much 
Time in London, where he formed a valuable and 
large Acquaintance, particularly. with Lord Chief 
Juſtice Popham, and the Family of Whitmore. 

His Donations to various Hoſpitals, &c. in Lon- 
don, teſtify his Partiality to the City: And having 
been never married, he died there on the 18th Day 
of April, 1601, leaving many * collateral Relations, 
whom I have noticed in a Genealogical Table.

' who was deſcended from an ancient Family in Shrop- 


ſhire. 

Mr. Whitmore, one of his Deſcendants, and Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Brignorth, now reſides at 
Apley, the Family Seat in that County.

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As the Widow Whitmore, her Relations, and Ser- 
vants poſſeſſed ſo large a Share of Blundell's Eſtate

Mr. Chilcot was Blundell's Nephew, being his Siſ- 
ter's Son, and enjoyed a larger ſpecific Legacy from 
him, than any other of his Relations did.

vant. It was a familiar Mode of Ex preſſion among 


Perſons in Trade, and applicable to a confidential

Sir John Popham was at that Time Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the Common Pleas, afterwards of the 
King's Bench. When in the Country he reſided at 
his Seat at Wellington Court in Somerſet, about 
12 Miles from Tiverton. 

From this Paſſage, and from the reſpectful Man- 


ner in which the Lord Chief Juſtices' Name is men- 


tioned in * other Parts of the Will, and from his ap- 
pearing to have had the ſole Direction in what Man- 
ner the ſeveral Truſts, made in Blundell's Will, 
ſhould be inveſted, we may reaſonably conclude, that 
there ſubſiſted the moſt intimate Friendſhip between 
the Lord Chief Juſtice and Blundell. Out of Re- 
ſpect therefore to the Memory of their Founder, as 
well as the great Abilities and Integrity of his F nend, 
the Name of Popham ſeems to demand ſome Atten- 
tion from the Feoffees.

Within four Years after the Death of Blundell, 
the Schools, with the Dwelling-houſe and Offices, 
were built near the River Loman. The Parts of 
the Fabric and its Appendages, are too well known 
to require any Deſcription in this Place. The Floors 
and Wainſcot of the Schools, being much decayed, 
were renewed about the Year 1773, and the great 
Gate likewiſe falling to decay, Iron Gates were erefted 
in their Stead in the Year 1695, —at which Time the 
Porter's Lodge was built. The following ancient In-

A Duplicate of it is certainly as 
neceſſary as that of the great Book of Account ; and 
when it is made, the beſt Way of preſerving it, will be 
to place the original in the Cheſt, and the Duplicate 
may remain with the Clerk.

By way of Caution to all Parties 
intereſted in the Election of Scholars for the Colleges, 
the following Orders have been made by the Feoffees, 
to wit «© that no Boy for the future ſhall ſtand as a 
Candidate, unleſs ſuch Boy hath been reſident in 
School three Years next before. And, “that Boys 
choſen ſhall at the next Term at fartheſt after the 
Election, repair to College or continue in this 
School, and not at any other. And, that) no 
Scholar of Blundell's School ſhall be abſent therefrom, 
and have entered at either of the Univerſities, and 
continued there more than one Term ſhall be eligible 
on Blundell's or Ham's Foundation.“ 

Many diſputes. between the Feoffees and Balliol 
College have happened, but none came to a legal de- 
termination, except that Caſe of White. The tranſ- 
actions between the Feoffees and Sydney Suſſex Col- 
lege, have never been imterrupted.

Inſtituted at BLUNDELL's SCHOOL, 1777. 


N Emulation among Youth in School Exerciſes, is ever pleaſin 
and praiſe-worthy ; therefore whatever tends to promote it, wil 
molt certainly meet with Approbation. | 

A Propoſal being made by the Maſter of the School, at the Meet- 
ing of the Feoffees -in the Year 1776, for giving an honorary Medal 
to Boys educated at the School, who ſhould diſtinguiſh themſelves 
by Literary Abilities, it met with a moſt cheerful Reception. 

In the Year following, (1777) the Propoſal was renewed, and a 
liberal Subſcription was entered into by the Feoffees preſent, which 
_ ſufficient for procuring a Die, and ſome Medals in Silver and 

opper. 

Although the Scheme was as it were in its infancy, the Boys were 
induced to bring forwards their Exerciſes at the time of Subſcription 
upon a promiſe of two Silver Medals.— The Inſtitution was then 
opened by an Oration in Latin, on thè Founder of the School. 

As ſoon as the Medals could be procured, which was ſometime in 
the Year 1778, the Boy who had diſtinguiſhed himſelf by the Ora- 
tion, and another Boy who had diſtinguiſhed himſelf by ſpeaking, 
were each preſented with a Silver Medal, 

To the politeneſs of Mr. Bampfylde, one of the Feoffees, the In- 
ſtitution is indebted for the Deſign of the Medal, which Mr. Pingo 
has executed with his uſual ingenuity. 

The expence of the Die was 471. 58.—a Silver Medal comes to 
about 7s. 8d, and a Copper one to about 48. 

The Subſcription has been increaſed by the Feoffees who have 
been elected ſince the year 1777. It is not improbable that there 
will be a ſufficient Fund for ſupporting the Inſtitution, if, in future, 
the new elected Feoffees unite in a Subſcription, 

An Application was made by the late Marquis of Rockingbam for 
a Medal, and by two or three other Gentlemen at the ſame time to 
be {truck off at their own expence. The Marquis's requeſt I re- 
member was complied with, as well as that of the other Gentlemen, 
— Al! other Applications have been refuſed, 

None but the Marquis and other Gentlemen, and the Feoffees who 
have Medals in Silver and Copper—as alſo the Boys who gained the 
Prizes—and the Maſter, who was preſented with a Silver Medal as 


a token of our favour for propoſing the Inſtitution—are in pefſeſhon
